The departm ent said Lehmitz be­ 
gan writing Uie letters in January, 
1942, shortly after Germany

dared war on the United States 
’Hie departm ent added that Leh­ 
mitz used numerous fictitious names 
and addresses in the hope th at his 
identity would not be established but 
investigation disclosed that tile let­ 
ters were written by the same in ­ 
dividual. 
Lehmitz is known to have made 
trips to Gel many in 1912 and 1929
